COLUMBUS, 0O., April 15.—Ex- 


perts in high explosives were sum- 
moned today to investigate the ex. 
plosion which vresterday wrecked 
the interior of Ohio’s new $6,000,- 
600 office building, killing eight 


persons and injuring many. 

The explosion demolished the 
cegtral interior part of the build- 
ing from the basement to the 
eleventh floor, and tore away most 
of one side of the structure,

CHICAGO, April 15.—Samuel 
Insull, utilities operator; Edward 
N. Hurley, war-time chairman of 


the U. 8. Shipping. Board, and 
Charles McCulloch, taxicab official, 
today were appointed receivers of 
the Middle West Utilities Co., of 
which Insull is chairman of the 
board. ‘Federal Judge Walter C. 
Lindley set their bonds as recelyers 
at $100,000 each. 

The recommendation was made: 
by Attorney Thurlow G. Essington, 
counse) for the Lincoln Printing 
Co., which instituted the equity 
proceedings late yesterday. 

Insull is ch. irman of the board 
of directo-s of the Middle West 
Utilities Co. Asked by the court 
why he recommended Insull’s ap- 
pointment, Attorney Essington re- 
plied ‘because he is the outstand- 
ing utility operator of the country 
and his knowledge and familiarity 
of the affairs of the company are 
absolutely necessary.” 

for Receivership. 

Essington began the hearing by 
reading from the bill of complaint, 
which alleges that the cOmpany is 
unable to meet ita obligations te- 
cause of the greatly depreciated 
value of the securities it holds. The 
filing of the equity petition was the 
only possible constructive relief for 
both stockholders and creditors of | 
the company, as well as the com. | 
pany itself, the attorney argued, 
because the appointment of receiv- 
ers would prevent the filing of a 
multiplicity of suits and the disin- 
tegration of the company. 

Attorney William L. Latimer, 
counsel for the Middle West Utili- 
ties Co., filed a brief answer ad- 
mitting the allegations in the bill of 
complaint and consenting to the 
appointment of a receiver. 

Another attorney, W. A. Leopold, 
said he represented the holder of 
100 shares of stock and objected to 
the appointment of a receiver. He 
said the move was being made on 
behalf of a few banks “who are 
trying to freeze out the stockhold- 
ers.” 

“I will fill in the names.of the 
receivers in the blank provided in 
the order,” Judge Lindley said 
after overruling Leopold’s. objec- 
tions. “Meanwhile there will be, 
the usual restraining order enjoin- 
ing the officers from disposing of 
the assets of the company and also 
enjoining creditors from instituting 
judgment suits.” 

Before Federal Judge James H. 
Wilkerson, another action was 
started by counsel for three hold- 
ers of $1000 notes of Middle West, 
part of the $10,000,000 issue com- 
ing due June 1. The new petition 
alleged insolvency and asked that 
Middle West be declared bankrupt. 

Insull announced earlier yester- 
day the troubles of the Middle 
West Utilities in no manner con- 
cerned such operating subsidiaries 
as Commonwealth Edison, People’s 
Gas and Public Service of Northern 
Illinois and the response was an 
upward spurt of securities of those |;

At that moment Representative 
Condon (Dem.), Rhode Island, was 
telling the committee that the 
American Legion ‘“dodged’’ the 
bonus issue and that the great ma- 
jority of the rank and file of the 
Legion were behind the payment. 

Use of a beer tax to raise the 
fund for cashing the bonus was 
advocated by Representative Coch- 
ran (Dem.), Missouri. Cochran's 
statement was brief and simply 
urged consideration of his bill to 
accomplish this, 

Simpson then was called. As he 
| testified, uniformed policemen 
strolled about the committee room. 
Yesterday they were called by Act- 
ing Chairman Crisp to maintain or- 
der when a delegation demanded a 
hearing out of regular order. 

' Testimony Applauded. 
“This country needs a new crop 
of money,” Simpson said. “This 
bill provides one of the best crops 
of money we could have because 
the bankers could not control it.’ 
Simpson was the first of the 
National Farm leaders to indorse 
the bonus payment. 
“T don’t care if it means mak- 
ing those who made money while 
the boys were in France pay taxes 
to pay our debts,’’ he said. ‘The 
Farmers’ Union is for it.” 
Simpson was loudly applauded. 
Representative Withrow (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, contended that the Gov- 
ernment “doles out a bonus to the 
railroads for wilful misconduct and 
now quibbles about this payment 
to the soldiers. It is inconsistent 
to give one group a silver spoon 
and the other boys a mitten.“ 
Success in obtaining a House vote 
on the cash payment issue now is 
virtually certin, even the Demo- 
cratic leaders being disposed to 
concede that their opposition will 
be unavailing. 

They are not yet ready to admit 
that the House will pass a bill, but 
are making no definite claims about 
being able to defeat the measure.

An Arbitration Committee com- 
posed of contractors and union 
leaders announced that 17,000 of 
the 20,000 union mechanics voting 
on the proposal agreed to a reduc- 
tion. Dissenting votes were cast 
by the plasterers, and the pipe 
trades—plumbers, steamfitters and 
sprinkler fitters. 

Union bricklayers, who are not 
members of the Building Trades 
Council, made a separate agree- 
ment with employers, reducing 
their wages $2 a day, to $12. The 
Arbitration Committee established 
$11.75 as the new daily wage of 
trades formerly receiving $14 a 
day. Thus, the bricklayers gain 25 
cents a day by their separate 
agreement. 

A statement issued by the Ar- 
bitration Committee describes the 
reduction as “a voluntary agree- 
ment for one year, reducing the 
cost of construction proportionate- 


“This reduction,” the statement 
continues, “placed the value of ef- 
forts of workmen in the building 
industry contmensurate with the 
value of efforts of workmen in 
other lines, and it is hoped that it 
will stimulate building . construc- 
tion and tend toward relieving un- 
em ployment.” 

The agreement to reduce wages 
resulted from a demand by organ- 
ized contractors that the cost of 
labor be lewered 33 1-3 per cent. 
The unions rejected this proposal, 
but agreed to arbitrate, with the 
results announced. 

In their arguments for reduced 
wages, contractors stressed unem- 
ployment, which has been more 
than seasonal during the last 18 
months. Estimates of the number 
of unemployed building trades 
workmen range up to 75 per cent 
of the union membership. Con- 
tractors also said that many union 
men were working for less than the 
prescribed wage rate, causing an 


, 


Union leaders replied that they 
‘were not aware of any voluntary 
wage reductions on the part of in- 
dividuals. 

The contractors also pointed out 
that wages of building mechanics 
had been reduced since Jan. 1 in 
other large cities, including New 
York, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Boston and Indianapolis. 
They set forth that material and 
living costs have been lowered, and 
that wages in other industries had 
been cut, in some instances several 
times since the peak years of 
1928-29. 

Union leaders quoted the pélicy 
of maintaining wage levels, outlined 
by the American Federation of La- 
bor, but agreed to “go along” in 
the hope of stimulating business 
and supplying work for more of 
their members. Part of the wn- 
derstanding is that, at the expira- 
tion of a year; new wage rates 
are to be established on a basis of 
general 
that time.

PEORIA, Iii. April 15.—With 


total to 12, the police announced, 
today that they kad identified Arlo 
Stoops, Cecil Menninger, Clarde 
Evans and Dwight Bartlett as the 
actual kidnapers of Dr. James W, 
Parker, . wealthy physician «nd 
surgeon. 

Dr. Parker, kidnaped last month, 
was released 18 days later, April 
1, unharmed and without paying 
the $50,000 ransom demanded. 

The day before this occurred, 
Joseph H. Pursifull, an attorney, 
and James W. Betson, a contractor, 
both prominent in Peoria politics, 
were arrested and the police said 
they admitted acting as ransom 
agents for the kidnapers. 

Assisted by Chicago’s “Secret 
Six,” Peoria police yesterday raid- 
ed a farm house at Banner, near 
Pekin, identified as the place 
where Dr. Parker had been held 
prisoner, and arrested five men 
and a woman. Raymond Stoops, 
the farmer, his wife, Bessie; his 
brother, Arlo, and Raymond’s son 
Dan Stoops: Cecil Menninger, 31 
years old, a nephew of Betson, and 
Ed Woodford, a hired hand on the 
Stoops farm. Another woman, 
whese name is withheld has also 
been arrested. 

The windup of the case followed, 
police said, with the arrest of Ho- 
mer Massey at Jacksonville, IIL, 
and Dwight Bartlett of East Peo- 
ria, Ii., at New Union. — 
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arrests increasing the}. 


The authorities said Arlo Stoops 
and Menninger, accused Bartlett 
and Claude Evans of being the ac- 
tual kidnapers, and said Mr. and 
Mrs. Stoops admitted Dr. Parker 
was held in their home. 

A piece of wallpaper torn from 
a bedroom in the farmhouse by 
the police and its reported identi- 
fication by Dr. Parker led to the 
arrests. Dr. Parker, police said, 
subsequently visited the house and 
identified it as the place of captivi- 
ty. 

None of the prisoners is known 
to have a police record. Bond of 
$50,000 was set for each.

Governor Counted on Seattle 
Man to Deliver Far Western 
Vote at Convention. 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 15.— 
The Roosevelt-for-President cam- 
paign in the Far West was dealt a 
severe blow with the death of Scott 
A. Bullitt, whose widespread na- 
tional. connections ~ were never 
known to the rank and file of the 
party in this State. Bullitt came 
here 18 years ago from Kentucky. 

Most Washington Democrats did 
not know that their natienal com- 
mitteeman and Franklin D. Roose- 
velt were close friends in Washing- 
ton, D. C., years ago, when Roose- 
velt was Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and Bullitt was Judge Ad- 
vocate in the War Department. 
Bullitt and Jewett Shouse, now ex- 
ecutive head of the National Dem- 
ocratic organization, were boyhood 
friends in Louisville, Ky., where 


Bullitt became Sheriff and Prose-> 


cuting Attorney before coming 


West. 
A Colorful Leader. 
Democrats here knew Bullitt as 
the most colorful leader they have 
had in recent years, ang a candi- 


_ date for Governor who ran ahead 


of his party ticket four years ago. 
Some wondered if he would run for 
Senator this fall. Few knew that

Bullitt was counted on to be 
“wheelhorse” of the * Roosevelt 
forces from the Far West at the 
Democratic convention in Chicago, 
and his death at the age of 54 is 
counted by them a serious loss. 

“Tl never knew a man with a bet- 
ter dramatic sense of what to do 
and when to do it in a party con- 
vention,” says George Starr, Demo- 
cratic state chairman. 

Held in High Esteem at Albany. 

Most Democrats know Bullitt as 
instigator of the plan which made 
Washington the first state in~ the 
country to ins:ruct delegates for 
Roosevelt. In Albany he was rec- 
ognized as the outstanding “Roose- 
velt man’’ on the Pacific Coast. 
Bullitt went to Los Angeles many 
months ago and stater the 
Roosevelt movement there. His 
hand also was felt in Oregon, too, 
in behalf of his New York friend. 

Bullitt was son-in-law of C. D. 
Stimson, wealthy Washington lum- 
berman. The death of Stimson two 
years ago, and of Bullitt’s brother- 
in-law, Thomas D. Stimson, kliled 
in an airplane crash last year, 
threw upon Bullitt’s shoulders the 
responsibility for the family es- 
tates. 

Bullitt’s great-grandfather was 
president ef the Constitutional con- 
vention in Kentycky, and Bullitt 
County in that State is named for 
him. Bullitt was also a_ great- 
grandnephew of Patrick Henry and 
Chief Justice John Marshall.

(UNOS HEAD FOR 
REVISING CORRICULUMS

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 15.—A 
general overhauling of curriculums 
in major universities and colleges 
of the United States is predicted 
by Dr. Henry Woodburn Chase, 
président of the University of ll- 
linois. 

These changes, he said in an in- 
terview yesterday, will take place 
within.a few years, partly because 
of the economic situation. _ 

With the wide variety of experi- 
mentation that is now going on in 
higher education, with the passing 
of the day when one had to be like 
everyone else in order to be re- 
spectable, it seems to me that uni- 
versities and colleges have an op- 
portunity to make out of this situa- 
tion a real study ef eurrioum ane 

ulrements,” he 
Uepereenelle.s I cannot avold the 
conviction that within colleges the 
time element consumed by the stu~- 
dent’s ability to achieve is going 
to be more and more important. 

Dr. Chase, who went to the Unie 
versity of Illinois, the third larg- 
est educational institution in the 
nation, two years ago after note- 
worthy service at the University of 
North Carolina, pointed out the 
need of a change in budget plan- 
ning by college and university 
board and officials. 

“For American universities in 
general, economic readjustment is 
not a matter of months, but of 
years,” he said. “The dislocation 
in our economic system is too pro- 
found and ite vauses tod complex 
for anyone to assume that within 
the next few months anything like 
a complete recovery will take 
place.” 

He pointed out that future bud- 
gets must be molded to meet re- 
quirements which might appear in 
years to come or “long enough to 
make us think in terms of péerma- 
nent readjustment.” 

Dr. Chase took a stand against 
thinning resources ovér the entire 
territory of educational work, say- 
ing that such action would tend 
only to cheapen the quality of the 
educational process if continced 
for any length of time. 

He advocated, instead, elimina- 
tion of overlapping courses offered 
by various departments, elimina- 
tion of highly specialized courses 
except when necessary, and grant- 
ing of credit through proficiency 
examinations, Experiment, he alse 
said, has shown that there is kas 
relation between sizes of class sec- 
tions than is ordinarily supposed.

URBANA, IIL, April 15.—Cen- 
tral Illinois farmers have been 
warned of threatening invasion of 
chinch bugs this summer by the 
Univefsity of Illinois college of ag- 
riculture and the State Natural 
History Survey. The warning was 
issued because of rapid 4develop- 
ment this destructive pest has made 
during dry seasons of the past two 
years. 

From Tazewell and MeLean 
Counties on the north to Perry 
County on the south and from 
Morgen. and Greene Countiés on 


the east there are threats of hordes 
of the insect, JT H. Bigger, assis- 
tant entomologist of the Natural 
History Survey, reported. 

Portions of this area are almost 
certain to feel severe losses of 
crop he said. There also is «4 
strip along the western border of 
the State from Henderson to Adams 
and Pike Counties where damage 
is likely to occur, he added. 

“Outside of these areas some 
spotted outbreaks may be expected 
from Mercer, Putnam and wiil 
Countiés on the north te Jackson 
and White Counw on the séuth,” 
he said. 

“A moderately wet spring of 
heavy downpours of rain during 
May and June may prevent the dut- 
break, but it is almost certain some 
damage will occur in the more 
heavily infested area.”

An offer by the Grade Teachers’ 
Association to accept a. voluntary 
decrease in pay in the next fiscal 
year would save about $250,000 in 
the year, if accepted by the Board 
of Education. The board, like the 
city, is seeking to economize be- 
cause of a considerable drop in an- 
ticipated tax revenue. 

Willingness to make a “sacri- 
fice,” without specifying how, has 
been expressed by the Elementary 
School Principals’ ‘Association. 
Should all members of the public 
sthool teaching corps agree to the 
plan proposed by the grade teach- 
ers, somewhat more than $400,000 
would be saved. 3 

If aij of the 4500 school em- 
ployés in all departments were sub- 
jected to the same plan, the annual 
saving would mount to about $550,- 
000. Definite discussion, however, 
has been confined to the teaching 
corps so far. ; 

The Grade Teachers’ Association. 
through its Executive Committee, 
decidea yesterday to propose that 
10 days’ salary be withheld from 
its members in the coming year. 
This is equivalent to an economy of 
5 per cent in the payroll, since 
teachers are paid on the basis of 40 
weeks of five days each. They have 
10 paydays annually, and the as- 
sociation would have one day’s pay 
held out of each chéck. 

Would Retain Sehedule. 

~It was spécified by the associa- 
tion that this arrangement - Was 
subject to rétaining the present éal- 
aty schedule. There are about 1700 
regular elementary school teachers, 
belonging to this association. Their 
average pay exceeds $2000 a year, 
6fficials estimate. The annual pay- 
roll for the entire teaching corps 
of about 3000 men and women ts 
about $8,356,000. This includes 
about 6600 high school teachers. 
about 600 in junior, special and vo- 
cational schools, 100 grade school 
principles and eight high school 
principals. 

Miss Harriét A. Tyler, a teacher 
at the Benton School, president of 
the Grade Teachers’ Association, 
notified the board of-her group's 
attitude. The board will consider 
the sybject when it meets May 10. 
President Murphy will discuss it 
with the association at Soldan High 
School the evening of April 22. 

Philip J. Hickey, president 
of the Blementary School Prin« 
cipals’ Association and prifici- 
pal of the Madison School, 
has written Superintendent of In- 
Struction Gerling, for his Executive 
Committee. He expressed the or- 
ganization’s desire “to co-operate 
as fully as possible in any endeav- 
or to economize to the extent that 
the situation may demand.” The 
association urged that nothing be 
done, however, to lessen the educa.

Gunn said today ihe annual mu- 
nicipal budget bill would not be 
ready when the Board of Aldermen 
convenes for its new session next 
Tuesday.

at 72. , 

SARASOTA, Fia., April 15.— 
William J. Burns, the detective, 
died jof heart disease at his win- 
ter home near here last night. He 

was 72 years old. — 

A few hours earlier, apparently 
in the best of health, he had as- 
sisted his family in the enter- 
tainment of guests. 

He was stricken shortly after the 
guests left and died without re- 
gaining consciousness. Funeral 
services will be held here and the 
body probably will be placed in a 
vault for removal to New York for 
burial later in the spring. 


Boyhood Ambition Was to Be Great 
Detective. 

Mr. Burns, when a boy, had an 
ambition to be a great detective. 
He gave up the merchant tailor 
trade of his father in 1885 to en- 
ter the business of.crime detection. 
He was born in Baltimore, but his 
family moved with him to Colum- 
bus, O., where he spent most of his 
early life. His father, Michael 


sioner of Columbus at one time. 
The first big case of Burns’ 
career was the solution of the 
Ohio tally sheets fraud by which a 
group sought to place a Senator in 
office. He entered the United 
States secret service at St. Louis 
when 28 years old and in 1896 
gained national recognition by solv- 
ing the “Costa Rican” case in 
which a group of Central American 
revolytionists tried to discredit 
their country and raise funds by 
counterfeiting in the United States, 
Counterfeiting cases were almost 
a hobby with Burns and it was he 
who led the smashing of the Bill 
Brocaway gang of currency forgeérs 
in Philadelphia. 

Land Fraud Invéstigation., 
Burns resigned from the secret 
service in 1903 and took charge of 
Western land fraud investigations 
in Oregon, Washington and Califor- 
nia for the Depart.nent of the In- 
terior. He worked on graft cases 
in San Francisco, Atlantic City and 
Detroit, and took part in murder 
investigations in séveral large 
cities, amon; them the slaying of 
Herman Rosenthal, New York 
gambler. 

In 1909, with his son, he estab- 
lished his own detective agency. 


-+He had charge of the investigation 


of the dynamiting of the Los Ange- 
les Times plant in 1910, which led 
to several convictions. 

As Chief of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation of the Department of 
Justice during the Harding and 
paft of the Coolidge administra- 
tions, Burns figured in the Teapot 
Dome scciidals. 

Seon after entering the depart 
ment he was bitterly attacked for 
raids on “reds” and radicals. In 
1923 he led the investigation into 
the Wall Street bomb explosion, 
working on an expressed conviction 
that the Soviet Russia would be 
found to be implicated in the case. 
Thirty-seven persons were killed in 
that explosion. 

He was closely associated with 
Attorney-General Harry M. Daugh- 
erty from 1921 to 1924 and re- 
garded as his greatest achievement 
the organization of the first na- 
tion-wide bureau of identification. 

Indicted for Jury-Shadowing. 


Harry F. Sinclair and Henry Mason 
Day, Sinclair’s associate, for the 
jury-shadowing which caused the 
Fall-Sinclair conspiracy mistrial. 
The United States Supreme Court 
upheld the conviction of Sinclair 
and Day, and both served jail sen- 
tences. 

W. Sherman Burns, son of W. J. 
Burns, was in active charge of the 
Burns Agency at that time. His 
agents did the shadowing. W. S. 
Burns paid a fine 6f $1000 but the 
Court held that the elder Burns 
had not been shown to be respon- 
sible and set aside the 15-day jail 
term imposed upon him. 

Justice McReynolds, in delivering 
the opinion, said 15 Burng agents 
came te Washington to “spy up- 
on, investigate and shadéw jurors.” 
Since his retirement from the 
Government service and from his 
private agency work, W. J. Burns 
has been writing magazine stories 
about his biggest cases.

A vegetable casserole for Wednes- 
day evening supplies a meatless 
dish which is really very good.

While eggplant is still good, try 
stuffing one by the following rec- 
ipe. Cucumbers and tomatoes are 
getting cheaper and should be used 
as often as possible. Fresh aspara- 
gus and peas are getting down to 
the average family budget and are 
welcome additions to the dinners of 
the week. 

Beefsteak Piece. 
Cut steak left-overs in one-inch 
cubes. Cover with boiling water, 
add half an onion and cook siowly 
one hour. Remove onion, thicken 
gravy with flour diluted with cold 
water, season with salt and pepper. 
Add potatoes cut in thin slices 
which have been parboiled 10 min- 
utes in hot, salted water, thinly 
sliced carrots and any vegetable 
left-overs. Put in a greased bak- 
ing dish, cover with baking powder 
dough and bake in hot oven for 
about half an hour. 
Orange and Gingerale Cocktails. 
Prepare two cups of seedless 
Orange sections, arrange in six 
sherbet glasses, chill, an@ just be- 
fore serving cover with gingerale, 
and sprinkle with chopped mint.

tions follow: 

Pineapple Date Cream. 

Two tablespoons gelatine, one- 
half cup water, two cups cream, 
one-half cup cocoanut, one-half cup 
pineapple juice’ (hot), three slices 
Hawatiian pineapple cut into. pieces, 
one cup dates. 

Soak gelatine in water. Add hot 
pineapple juice. Sct aside to cool. 
Whip cream and when gelatine has 
begun to thicken fold in cream and 
other ingredients. Place in large 
mold or individual molds, chill un- 
garnish 
with sliced pineapple, dates and 
whipped cream. 

Shrimps, Eggs and Peas. 

One can shrimps, one can peas. 
two cups white sauce, three hard- 
cooked eggs, buttered whole wheat 
toast, parsley and lemon. 

Pick over shrimps and remove 


center back. Add with drained 
peas to sauce and heat thoroughly. 
Dice twe eggs, add to creamed 
mixture and arrange on toast. Gar- 
nish with remaining sliced cgz, 
parsiey and lemon fans. 

Tuna Fish a ia King. 

One pound can tuna fish, three 
tablespoonfuls flour, one pint milk, 
one tablespoonful diced pimientoes, 
few grains cayenne, three table- 
spoonfuls butter, one-half table- 
spoonful diced green pepper, one 
teaspoonful salt, one-half bay leaf 
parsley, buttered toast. 

Melt the fat, add the pepper, and 
one teaspoonful chopped onion, if 
desired. Cook until tender, then 
add flour, seasonings, pimientoes 
and gradually milk, stirring con- 
stantly. Put in bay leaf and let it 
stand in sauce until it is ready to 
be used. Fiake the tuna fish with 
a fork, stir carefully into the hot 
sauce, arrange on the toast and 
garnish with parsley. 

Vegetable and Cheese Casserole. 

One cup canned mixed vegeta- 
bles, one and one-half cups scald- 
ing milk, one cup soft bread 
crumbs, one-fourth cup melted but- 
ter or margarine, two pimientoes, 
chopped, one and one-half table- 
spoonfuls chopped onion, one and 
one-half; cups American cheese, 
three-eighths teaspoonful salt, one- 
eighth teaspoonful pepper. dash pa- 
prika, three eggs, one tablespoonful 
chopped parsley. 

Pour scalding milk over bread 
crumbs. Add butter, pimientoes, 
parsley, onion, grated cheese and 
seasonings. Then add the well- 
beaten eggs. Put vegetables in a 
well-greased loaf pan and pour milk 
and cheese mixture over them. 
|Bake about 50 minutes in a slow

Mint, Orange and Jelly Are 
Delicious Accessories for 
This Meat. 


Lamb, almost more than any 
other meat, seems to be enhanced 


by appropriate sauces. Too many 
believe that only mint sauce is good 
with lamb, when orange and jelly 
sauces are delicious also. 

First, to’ make a good mint 
Sauce, care should be taken not to 
use too much vinegar and have it 
give a bitter touch to the meat. 
Take these proportions: One cup 
mild vineagér to one-third cup su- 
gar and one-half cup chipped mint 
leaves- Combine sugar and vin- 
egar, stirring until sugar is dis- 
solved. Add mint, and let it stand 
for an hour before serving.

mashing up one glass of currant | large. 


jelly, and adding two tablespoons 
minced mint leaves and 3 table- 
spoons Orange rind finely shaved.

Meanwhile melt two 
tablespoons butter, add three table.

Danzig Free State Fearing Trouble 
Forbids Political Parades and 
Mass Meetings.

BERLIN, April 15.—Adolf Hitler 
announced today that he would 
retain the best lawyers he could 
find to contest the legality of the 
emergency’ decree dissolving his 
party’s storm troops. 

He also will sue, he said, to ob- 
tain redress for property seized and 
personal liberty violated in raids 
on the storm troops barracks. 


DANZIG, Free State of Danzig, 
April 15.—Anticipating trouble fol- 
lowing dissolution of Adolf Hitler's 
storm troops in Germany, the Dan- 
zig Senate today forbade outdoor 
political parades and mass meet- 
ings throughout the free state 
where President-von Hindenburg’s 
decree does not apply.

DECLARES MELLON 


Ambassador, Speaking in 

London, Says Economic 
Crises Are Invariable Re- 
sults of War. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 15.—United 
States Ambassador Mellon told the 
Pilgrims Society last night there 
was nothing in world conditions so 
unprecedented as to justify a lack 
of faith “in our capacity to deal 
with them.” 

He spoke before an audience of 
400 or more, including the Prince 
of Wales; Sir John Simon, foreign 


secretary, and Lord Derby, who 
presided. 

Before his address he drank 
toasts in champagne to King 


George and the President of the 
United States, in accordance with 
his previously expressed intention 
to conform to the customs of the 
country to which he had been ac- 
credited. 

Those who had hoped for some 
indication that Mellon’s mission to 
Great Britain was to arrange the 
revision, perhaps the cancellation 
of war debts, were disappointed. 
He did not refer to the subject. 

Mellon reaffirmed his faith in 
“capitalism, or whatever name méy 
be applied to the system which has 
been evolved in adapting individual 
initiative to the machine age.” In 
discussing the way out of present 
economic difficulties, he declared: 
“T do not believe in any quick or 
spectacular remedies for the ills 
from which... the world is suffer- 
ing.”’ 

Mellon recalled that he had 
passed through many crises which 
tnvariably followed wars. Economic 
depressions, he said, ‘“‘are the price 
we pay for war and they must be 
reckoned as a seemingly unavoid- 
able stage in the sequence of 
events.” 

Economic Cycles. 

The economic life of nations 
seemed to go in cycles, he said, 
spurting forward in industrial ex- 
ij pansion, then inflation and extrava- 
gance “which brings its own retri- 
bution.” 

“Then the downward moment 
begins and the whole structure 
seems to topple about our heads. 
Yet we know by experience that 
such catastrophes never complete- 
ly wipe out the progress which has 
been made, and that when the 
world begins to mend the many 
gains of recent years will not be 
lost but will be consolidated. 

“Even while we meet here to- 
night readjustments are taking 
place the world over and these will 
continue until the balance has been 
restored.”’ 

Melion said that one of the 
world’s greatest difficulties in the 
solution of this crisis was that

Terrible Attack on Alfalfa Bill.

One Was 5,044,516 .. 


Expansion of the translated Mayan 


nounced today by Lawrence f. K. 
Griswold, archeologist, on his re- 
turn here from the ruins in Cen- 
tral America. 

Griswold said he had compisted 
translation of the glyphs used by 
the Mayas in their, calendar which, 
in addition to representing days or 
months, had other meanings. ‘the 
calendar was divided into 18 
months of 20 each and contained 
five extra and unnamed days. 

Several months ago, Griswold, 
after studying Mayan writings at 
the San’ Diego Museum, said he 
had learned from the, caleadar 
that its year one, in which the 
Mayans believed their race was 
born, was 5,044.516 years ago. 

Previously, Griswold said, the 
20 ideographs representing days 
had been identified as such and 13 
of them translated. The 18 rep- 
resenting months also had evn 
identified and six of them trans- 
lated. 

The complete list of the days as 
translated by Griswold: 

Imix, life blood; Ik, Breath or 
aspiration; Akbel, beginning 0 
night; Kan, maize or yellow; ‘hic- 
chan, smaller snake; Cimi, d2a-h; 
Manik, hunger or desire; Lamat, 
rabbit; Muluc, water or rain; Oc, 
dog; Chuen, ape or large money; 
Eb, toothed or fangs;. Ben, reed; 
Ix, she or female; Men, eagle; Cib, 

uzzard: Caban, power or hurri- 
cane; Eznab, spearhead or tliat; 
Canac, turkey; Ahan, captain or 
leader.

Former Governor, Harry F. 
Byrd of Virginia, who this week 
announced a plan for a popular 
vote on prohibition, said that as 
extreme drys, as well as extreme 
wets, approved it quick act:on on 
the necessary constitutional 
change should be possible. He 
made this comment after Bishop 
James Cannon Jr. of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, in- 
dorsed it in principle. 

Raskoh for Plan. ‘ 

The New York Times quotes 
John J. Raskob, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
as considering the Byrd plan bet- 
wer than his own proposal for an 
hinendment allowing state contrel 
of the liquor traffic. 

“The plan ot former Gv. Byrd,” 
he said, “would give cities a fairer 
representetion in the total vote. As 
redistricted, most states give the 
rural sections more representation 
than their share of the population 
entitles them to.” 

The Democratic Committee of 
New York State, by adopting a res- 
olution for repeal of the eigh- 
teenth amendment, increased to 
six the list of state organizations 
iy the party that have gone on 
a? for repeal or resubmission. 
Thy New York action, said Gov. 
Roosevelt. now leading presiden- 
tial candidate, was in accord with 
his ideas.

Byrd's proposal is to submit an 
‘mendment to the Legislatures, 
“hich, on ratification, would pro- 
vide that future changes in the 
“onstitution be submitted direct to 
‘he people by Congress for a vote 
at a date when no other elections 
“ould be held, the vote to he 
-Ounted by states, ratification being 
y three-fourths of the states.
